Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 and 4-25 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1 , the prior art of record failed to disclose or fairly suggest an 
audio module adapted for removable interfacing to the handset jack of a base unit of a 
common telephone to adapt the common telephone for operation as a speakerphone 
through the speakerphone loudspeaker and the speakerphone microphone, wherein the 
audio module is powered by a battery for portable for between common telephones and 
relies on the common transportation telephone for dialing functions, ringing functions, 
and hook-switch functions. 

Regarding claim 16, the prior art of record failed to disclose or fairly suggest a 
method of converting a common telephone into a speakerphone, comprising: 
temporarily connecting the speakerphone loudspeaker and the speakerphone 
microphone to the handset connection on the base to convert the common telephone 
into a speakerphone, relying on a battery for powering the portable speakerphone 
loudspeaker and the speakerphone microphone: and relying on the common telephone 
for dialing functions, ringing functions, and hook-switch functions. 

Regarding claim 20, the prior art of record failed to disclose or fairly suggest an 
apparatus for converting a common telephone into a speakerphone, comprising: means 
for temporarily connecting the speakerphone loudspeaker and the speakerphone 
microphone to the handset connection on the base to convert the common telephone 
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into a speakerphone, wherein the apparatus is powered by a battery for portable 
transportation between common telephones and relies on the common telephone for 
dialing functions, ringing functions, and hook-switch functions. 

Regarding claim 24, the prior art of record failed to disclose or fairly suggest a 
voice pager speakerphone, comprising: an audio echo canceller adapted for operation 
when the communication device is connected to a telephone through the external 
handset cord adapter; the voice pager speakerphone having a voice paging mode of 
operation and a speakerphone mode of operation adapting the telephone for operation 
as a speakerphone through the speakerphone speaker and the speakerphone 
microphone.
